Now comes the time when the mettle 
of American determination is to undergo 
a rough test. 

It was easy a few weeks back when 
our armies in Korea were retreating be- 
fore hordes of Communists and it looked 
as though Russia might launch an attack 
on Western Europe before we could begin 
to get ready—it was easy then to yell that 
the Congress and the President and the 
military were taking mobilization along 
too slowly. The cry then was for some- 
thing close to all-out mobilization. 

But things have changed now. 

United Nations armies have taken the 
initiative in Korea. In Paris there is a 
wisp of hope. Andrei Gromyko is not talk- 
ing tough, as is the Russian custom, but is 
being reasonable. And Moscow is having 
her own difficulties within the Communist 
empire with dissident groups which are 
growing weary of taking orders from the 
Kremlin. 

Whether there is substance for hope in 
these developments remains to be seen. 
All could disappear as peace factors with 
a wave of the hand of Josef Stalin.

Political Report 
Versus Factual Analysis 


It is a fortunate coincidence that about 
the same time a politically sensitive sub- 
committee of the Senate was taking a pot- 
shot at the growth of Southern industry 
there appeared a thoughtful, factual analy- 
sis by two reputable economists which 
refutes most of the charges. 


The Senate subcommittee, on which 
only one Southerner, former Sen. Claude 
Pepper of Florida, served, asserted flatly 
textile manufacturers were quitting New 
England for the South chiefly because of 
lower wage scales and the absence of or- 
ganized labor. In fact, the Senate group 
insisted there is a concerted campaign in 
the South among churches, communities, 
civie clubs and practically all other groups 
to resist organized labor. 

But the economists, whose report rep- 
resents more than two years of research— 
and who do not intend to run for political 
office in a Northern State—found that 
lower wages play little or no part in at- 
tracting industries to the South from other 
parts of the country. This analysis, pre- 

ared by Calvin B. Hoover and B. U. 
atchford, both of Duke University, is 
contained in a book published under the 
auspices of the National Planning Asso- 
ciation, a nonprofit, nonpolitical research 
organization. 

Besides ex-Sen. Pepper, who was re- 
tired by Florida voters last year and whose 
record in the Senate was consistently pro- 
union, the Senate report was authored by 
other such ultraliberals as Sen. Humphrey 
of Minnesota, Sen. Morse of Oregon and 
Sen.

WASHINGTON—Before leaving on his Key 

West vacation, President Truman made another 

one of his little surprise visits to the Capitol the 

other day, which is being interpreted as having a further bearing 
on the third-term discussion. 

The occasion for the visit was to present Vice President Bark~- 
ley with a gavel, made out of old White House timbers, in com- 
memoration of his long service in Congress, first as a member of 
the House, then as United States Senator and’ now as the VP. 

March 4 marked the 38th anniversary of Mr. Barkley’s Con- 
gressional service, including the two. years he has served as Vice 
President, which requires him to sit as the presiding officer of the 
Senate. Because the date fell on a Sunday, when the Senate is 
not in session, it was necessary to move up the ceremonies a day 
or two, 


6 ‘ce’ The visit was a “surprise” to the extent that only 

Surp — a few of the leaders had been tipped off on the 
President’s plans for going to the Senate chamber. It was neces- 
sary to have a quorum call to bring in a full attendance. 

Escorted to the rostrum by a committee made up of the Ma- 
jority and Minority leaders, Mr. Truman delivered a brief address 
in presenting the “Veep” with the gavel. What he said was all in 
a light vein. Afterward the Senate recessed for a few minutes 
while members of the chamber shook hands with the President 
and gathered around him on the floor in friendly chat. 

At the outset of his informal remarks, Mr. Truman said: “I 
wish it were a fact that I was returning permanently to the scene 
of my former crimes and misdemeanors, which got me into more 
trouble than perhaps any other man in the world has even expe- 
rienced.” Then at the end of his visit he said again, “It is good to 
be here, and I wish I were back with you.” 

None of this has any special significance, of course, beyond 
indicating, perhaps, that Mr. Truman has a lingering nostalgia for 
the Senate, where he served for 10 years before moving on to the 
White House. It is in line, however, with the word brought back 
from the White House ,b¥ a recent Congressional caller that the 
thing the President would really like to do most of all next year 
would be to run for his old seat in the Senate. 

The most interesting thing about the President’s latest visit to 
the Capitol was its informality and friendliness. He was even 
chummy with members of the RFC investigating subcommittee, 
whose throats he jumped down recently after some charge about 
White House influence being brought to bear in connection with 
loan applications before the Government lending agency. 


Not Mad Some observers remarked that he appeared in the 

role of a man who is not mad at anybody and who 
is not looking for any further public favors. He was just being 
friendly and hurian. 

All of this can be interpreted two ways. But most observers 
are inclined to look on the incident as another straw in the wind 
pointing to the President’s determination to retire from the White 
House at the end of his present term. It is in keeping with many 
other things he has been doing of late. He acts like a man who 
has decided definitely against running for the Presidency again 
and wants to leave the White House on good terms with everybody. 

There has been an accumulation of such straws in recent 
months. The odds now would seem to be about two to one against 
Mr. Truman embarking on a third-term venture.

Labor’s Bread and Meat: Issues 


WASHINGTON—Labor’s protest withdrawal from defense agencies has pro- 
voked the usual name-calling to which it is peculiarly subject, especially in national 
emergencies, and has brought the usual attempts to confuse the issue. Labor 


expected this, pondered on it before it took the “walk-out.” 


While that drastic 


step may be open to criticism, nevertheless, something dramatic was required to 


stir public interest in its case. 


The walkout was a protest not only against lack 


of casianatidion in top defense agencies, to which it is entitled and which it got in World War 


II, but against failure to protect.its interests in defense policies as well as 


It has clearly outlined its complaints all 
soundly based and justified—price control that 
has not controlled cost of food, clothing, and 


‘necessities; rising rents and housing costs and a 


blockade against adequate new low-rental hous- 
ing, due to exploitation by real estate interests 
which are so powerful in Congress; discrimina- 
tion in projected tax legislation. Those are a 
few of the counts. 


These are all bread-and-meat issues. They 
affect millions outside: of organized labor’s 
ranks. While organized labor is speaking for 
itself, it is at the same time the most effec- 
tive agent for those other people, the un- 
organized millions, including white-collar 
workers. 


By publicizing conditions, it serves them, too, 
That often is forgotten. It should not be. 

At the root of this situation is an attitude 
that has developed again, as it did in the Second 
World War, both in defense agencies and in Con- 
gress, though it’s really only a projection of the 
normal peacetime attitude. It is a protective at- 
titude on behalf of well-established and well- 
entrenched industrial and financial interests so 
that their privileges will be disturbed as little 
as possible—“business as usual,” so far as pos- 
sible. 

This attitude reveals itself in incidents that 


occurred simultaneously with labor’s conflict 


with defense program Sn ee very little 
publicized. 

Labor’s walkout has been called a “strike” 
against the defense program by some, though it’s 
hardly that. But, at the beginning of the defense 
program in World War II, there was a real 
strike, a “sit-down strike,” as it was called by 
big industrial and financial interests that refused 
to go into production except on their own terms. 

So Congress rushed to meet those terms be- 
fore it did anything about protecting consumers 
or war workers. These terms included very gen- 
erous provisions in a contract renegotiation law 
on amortization and tax write-offs. One result, 
among others, was that big corporations were 
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in Congress. 


able after the war to get war plants built at 
taxpayers’ expense and come out bigger in the 
end, their monopoly power greatly increased. 

So, though you may not have noticed it, the 
first thing Congress has done in the current 
emergency is to put through a bill for renegotia- 
tion of contracts with equally general terms for 
expansion of plant facilities. Renegotiation of 
contracts also is for readjustments to save money 
for the Government. 

But, when the Senate was hastily completing 
action a few days ago on the bill already hur- 
ried through the House, it exempted certain in- 
dustries from renegotiation, including railroads 
which were flagrantly overpaid in World War II, 
and public utilities. It also gave the board which 
is to renegotiate contracts permissive authority to 
exempt others from renegotiation. Senate pro- 
gressives protested in vain. %

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The Meaning of the Dulles Mission 


WASHINGTON—The just-completéed and highly successful mission of Ambassador-at-Large John 
Foster Dulles in Japan and the Pacific will have infinitely more far-reaching consequences than first 


meééts the eye. 


For example, one result of the Dulles mission is that General of the Army Douglas 


MacArthur will almost certainly lay down his command in the next few months and return to this 
country for the first time in more than a decade. Another result is that the whole balance of power 
in the Far East will be gradually but radically altered. 


Mr. Dulles has returned to Washington with 
a series of specific,and vitally important recom- 
mendations, which are pretty sure to be accepted. 
In the first place, he is convinced that tke time 
to act is now—in the next three or four months. 
If a peace treaty and the restoration of sover- 
eignty to the Japanese Government are much 
longer delayed, the psychological moment will 
have passed. 


At present, the Japanese are not only in- 
tensely eager for a treaty, they are also eager 
to have American troops stationéd in Japan. 


This is in large part thanks to Mr. Dulles 
himself, who chose the course of persuading 
the Japanese that the protection afforded by 
American troops was in their own interest, 
rather than the course, favored in the Penta- 
gon, of bluntly demanding the right to keep 
American bases. But if the restoration of 
sovereignty is indefinitely delayed, this Japa- 
nese attitude is entirely likely to change. 


The peace treaty proposed by Mr. Dulles 
would in effect restore Japanese sovereignty 
without major restrictions. A bilateral agree- 
ment, signed at the same time, would spell out 
the right to maintain American troops in Japan. 
As soon as the treaty was ratified, the whole 
cumbersome structure of the occupation would 
be dismantled, Tokyo would cease to be an 
American city, and combat troops only would be 
maintained in agreed areas of Japan, out of the 
large cities. 


Even before the ratification of the treaty, 
Gen. MacArthur would almost certainly resign 
his proconsulship. Gen. MacArthur is not given 
by temperament to enduring anticlimax gladly. 
He has repeatedly intimated to visitors that once 
a treaty is signed, and Japan becomes again a 
sovereign nation, he will leave. The mere fact 
of MacArthur’s departure from his commanding 
position in Japan will have a profound and 
unpredictable effect on American Far Eastern 
policy. 

At any rate, Gen. MacArthur backs Mr. Dulles 
fuly on the necessity for moving quickly. Mr. 
Dulles is so convinced of the need for rapid 
action that he is reported to have recommended 
that a treaty be signed whatever the course of 
the Korean war; no matter how fiercely the 
Kremlin objects, and even whether or not all 
our Pacific allies are willing to go along. 

On the first’ point, it will be necessary, of 
- course, to get a Japanese guaranty of all neces- 
. gary requirements for fighting the Korean war, 
. but there will be no difficulty about this. On 
the second point, as Mr. Dulles will doubtless 


point out to Soviet Ambassador Malik, in Japan, 


' gn contrast to Germany and Austria, Russia has 

nothing to lose anyway. It is certainly improb- 
able that Mr. Malik and his masters in the Krem- 
lin will agree, but this will not affect American 
plans for a treaty. 

The third point—the agreement of this coun- 
try’s Pacific allies—is certainly the most trouble- 
. gome. The British want guaranties against Japa- 
nése competition, especially in shipping. The 
_ Philippines want reparations. The Australians 
and the New Zealanders want limitations on 


Japanese rearmament. All these demands are 


considered impractical. 


In the American view, the way to prevent 
Japan becoming again a menace is to bring 
the Japanese fully into the non-Communist 
club, as an equal member. Mr. Dulles views 
the second step after the signing of the treaty 
as the establishment of a Pacific alliance, to 
consist at a minimum of Japan, the United 
States, the Philippines, Australia and New 
Zealand. 


Japan would be allowed a level of armaments 
permitting her to contribute to the defense of the 
Pacific area, without again threatening her neigh- 
bors, and also permitting the American commit- 
ment in Japan to be gradually reduced. But the 
restoration of Japanese sovereignty, already much 
too long delayed, cannot await further endless 
haggling. 


As for the third step, it is believed that even- 
tually, with a Japanese treaty signed, and a Pa- 
cific alliance established, some sort of settlement 


_ of the Korean war may be reached with Commu- 


nist China, perhaps: on the basis of a Chinese 
buffer state extending to the narrow neck of the 
Korean peninsula. The dangers are still, of course, 
very great. The Soviets may yet intervene openly 
in Korea, or they~may infiltrate armed Japanese 
Communists into Japan from the Kuriles, as a 
prelude to an armed coup in the power vacuum 
which Japan fiow is. Yet Mr. Dulles himself is 
reported to believe that, if the dangers of the 
next few months can be surmounted, an uneasy 
but long-lasting armed truce of sorts may yet be 
established in the Far East.

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KNOW YOUR GEORGIA 
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by C. J. Holleran 
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No Place for Pacifists 


Much has been said about the peace-loving, 
deeply religious Moravians who were among 
the first to settle Georgia. They were an 
industrious people and are credited with 
founding the first school in the Colony. John 
Wesley said that his association with metra- 
bers of the sect while in Georgia was a gov- 
erning factor in his decision to embrace 
Methodism. When rumors of a Spanish in- 
vasion reached Savannah, the militia started 
training to defend the Colony and called: the 
Moravians to arms. They refused and were 
told to pack and leave the Colony at once. 


Following this order, they held a prayer meet- 
ing and announced that the Lord had told 
them to “go out from them.” As soon as the 
Moravians were ready to depart for Penn- 
sylvania, the Savannah officials refused to 
let them go until they had paid every cent 
spent on them by the trustees; something not 
required of any other settlers. It was two 
years before the last: of the group could raise 
enough money to get out of the city that held, 
them in utter contempt. (Editor’s Note: The 
school established by the Moravians used their 
native. tongue, German, as the language.)

Last year it was my privilege to work with a group of Amer- 
ica’s newspaper food editors to compile a reference book of typical 
recipes from all sections of the country. Each of 70 food editors 
sent in the old-time, ever popular, characteristic recipes of her 
section. ? 

Since this collection is so unique and not available to the 
general reader we thought you would like some of these priceless 
recipes to add to your files. 


Beginning today and continuing as a weekly Wednesday 
feature, we will print these recipes.

“This good recipe came on the long, hard, journey from 
Switzerland to Utah with a young girl who had joined the Mor- 
mon Church and wished to live where the heart of the church 
was to be found,” says Mrs. Jardine. “It’s an unusual pie, combin- 
ing the tangy tart of the cherry flavor with the good old-fashioned 
apple pie taste that’s a favorite with all.” 


SWISS APPLE-CHERRY PIE 
l cup sugar 


2 tablespoons flour 


6 tablespoons butter or mar- 2 teaspoons cinnamon 

garine 14 teaspoon nutmeg 

Make pastry for a two-crust pie. Pare apples, core and slice. 
Melt 2 tablespoons butter and brush on bottom of pastry shell. 
Arrange a layer of apples on bottom of shell. Mix dry ingredients 
and sprinkle portion over layer of apples. Arrange layer of red 
cherries, sprinkle with portion of dry ingredients, then layer of 
apples, dry ingredients, layer of cherries, dry ingredients and end 
with layer of apples. Top with dots of remaining butter. After top 
crust is added to pie, rub crust with cream or evaporated milk 
and sprinkle with mixture of % teaspoon sugar and % teaspoon 
cinnamon. Bake in a hot oven, 425 degrees, for 30 to 40 minutes.

ALMOND RUM CREAM PIE 
9-inch crumb pie shell, chilled 
well 
2%, cup fine granulated sugar 
1% cup all-purpose flour 
Dash of salt 
2 large eggs, slightly beaten 1 pint fresh strawberries 

Mix and sift sugar, flour and salt in top of double boiler. Stir 
in eggs and the three tablespoons rum. When well blended, add 
scalded milk almost drop by drop. Stir constantly. Cook over hot 
water, stirring constantly, until mixture thickens. Cool. Remove 
pie shell from refrigerator and brush bottom and sides with slightly 
melted currant jelly. Sprinkle with the almonds. Pour cooled oe 
evenly over almonds. Cover with ripe berries brushed with melte 
currant jelly. Serve very cold. Top with whipped cream if desired. 
TESTER’S NOTE—Pie has definite rum flavoring. Be sure you 
like it before adding too much. If desired, use orange juice. 

Helen Robertson, popular food editor of the Cleveland (Ohio) 
Plain Dealer, submitted maple sugar and syrup dishes because 
they are Ohio’s specialties. Several years ago she conducted a 
contest for favorite maple recipes. This pie was a top winner. 


MAPLE RAISIN WALNUT PIE 
98-inch pastry shell l4steaspoon salt 
l cup seedless raisins 2 eggs 
3 tablespoons flour 1% cup chopped nutmeats 
1 tablespoon butter 1 cup maple syrup 

% cup grated maple sugar Dash nutmeg 
Prepare a nine-inch pastry shell. Preheat oven to moderately 
hot, 375 degrees. Wash, soak and thoroughly drain raisins. Mix 
with one tablespoon flour in order to separate them well. Spread 
out in pastry shell. Cream butter, add maple sugar and salt. Beat 
eggs, add to butter and sugar mixture and stir in remaining flour. 
Beat until smooth, stirring in the nutmeats a few at a time. Grad- 
ually add maple syrup and pour over raisins. Bake in a moderately 
hot oven until center is firm and crust is baked, about 30 minutes.

One has only to witness what is 
now going on at the cattle auction 
rings throughout Georgia. Here 
we have the curious spectacle of 
farmer bidding against farmer to 
run the price of meat-on-the-hoof 
upwards; with the small, inde- 
pendent packer trying to horn in. 

The buyers from the nation’s big 
packing concerns have about been 
priced out of the market alto- 
gether. The reason is they are re- 
stricted by the Office of Price Sta- 
bilization as to the prices at which 
they sell so they can’t afford to 
buy at the price live meat is now 
bringing. 

The farmer is the biggest buyer 
of live cattle today. That is, the 
big farmer with a wad of jack on 
hand. He bids against the small 
packer for the stock which the 
small farmer is offering in the 
markets. 

The well-heeled farmer is an 
active buyer in the market today 
because he confidently expects 
meat prices to advance. He bids 
spiritedly for stockers (breeders) 
and young cattle for fattening. If 
he thought the market would drop, 
he’d be getting out fast. He'd 
switch from a buying to a selling 
role, 

Out at Ragsdale-Lawhon Com- 
mission Company cattle auctions 
are held each Tuesday and Thurs- 
day. At Tuesday’s auction, cattle 
shipments were brought in from 
farms throughout the Southeast. 
Bidding was spirted. It was done 
almost exclusively by big farmers 
and little packers. +e

WASHINGTON, March 6—A 
coalition of Republican and Demo-« 
cratic senators moved by resolu- 
tion Tuesday to force the Treasury

Douglas, Democrat, Illinois, ig- 
nored the “full accord” settlement 
reached by the Treasury and Fed- 
eral Reserve authorities last week-

In moving for a ‘reclarification 
of Federal Reserve responsibility 
over the nation’s credit structure, 
Sen.

Hampshire; Flanders, Vermont; 
and Thye, Minnesota, Republicans,

“Whereas the primary power 
and responsibility for regulating 
the supply, availability, and cost 
of credit in general is, and should 
remain, vested in the duly consti- 
tuted authorities of the Federal 
Reserve System: and 

“Whereas policies with respect 
to financing the Federal debt, as 
established by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, have a direct influ- 
ence on the supply, availability, 
oon of credit: Now therefore

“Resolved by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
United States in Congress assem- 
bled, that (1) notwithstanding any 
other provision of law, including 
any provision of law granting 
emergency powers to the President 
of the United States, the primary 
power and responsibility for regu- 
lating the supply, availability, and 
cost of credit in general shall re- 
main vested in the duly constitut- 
ed authorities of the Federal Re- 
serve System; and (2) the policies 
and actions of the Secretary of 
the Treasury relative to money, 
credit; and transactions affecting 
the federal debt shall be made 
consistent with the policies of such 
Federal Reserve authorities.”
